


MoD to probe 
scientist’s 
claim over 
radioactive 
dockyard site

THE Ministry of Defence is to probe a 
plot of land in Chatham amid mount¬ 
ing concerns radioactive material with 
a half-life of 5,700-years is buried be¬ 
neath it. 

The land on the former dockyard site 
was known to contain some radioactive 
material - but there are now claims it 
may contain more. 

The allegations have been raised by 
radiation scientist Fred Dawson. 

He worked for the Ministry of Defence 
(MoD) for 31 years. He left in 2009 af¬ 
ter heading up its radiation protection 
policy team. 

He has highlighted an area that may 
still contain some 300 cubic metres 
of radioactive waste, albeit low level, 
which was buried there between 1968 
and 1986. 


There is no suggestion the waste is 
posing any sort of risk to the public 
- but Mr Dawson says it is essential an 
investigation takes place to confirm just 
what lies beneath the ground to protect 
future generations. 

The publication of a Government re¬ 
port last month suggested there are far 
more contaminated sites in the UK than 
the MoD officially lays claim to in its 
own report. 

The new claims relate to a small 
walled site off Pier Approach Road. The 
land is still owned by the MoD. 

The town’s former Navy base was 
home to some of the nation’s mainte¬ 
nance programme for nuclear subma¬ 
rines, which were often refitted and re¬ 
fuelled there, including the removal of 
radioactive components. 

When the base shut down in 1984,

huge swathes of land were 
skimmed to eliminate any 
chance of radioactive contami¬ 
nation of new homes and busi¬ 
nesses that went on the site. 

Some went to Sellafield and 
some was buried locally, said 
Mr Dawson. 

But he claims he has found 
evidence the former dockyard 


site is possibly home to waste 
including radioactive elements 
Cobalt 60 and Carbon 14. 

Cobalt 60 has a half life of 
about six years; meaning by 
now its radioactive level would 
be 93 per cent lower. But Car¬ 
bon 14 has a half life of 5,700- 
years making it more serious. 

The dockyard had burial per¬ 
mission because, Mr Dawson 
says, only Cobalt 60 was listed. 


Mr Dawson told this paper: 
“I don’t think it’s that danger¬ 
ous. I think the waste is there 
and it’s undisturbed. 

“It was discovered in 2000 
that these waste streams also 
contained Carbon 14.1 am say¬ 
ing they need to demonstrate 
to everyone concerned that 
there isn’t a problem. 

“The radiation Carbon 14 
emits is a very soft radiation, so 


it is not going to beam out 
through the soil and expose 
people walking down the road. 
No one is going to drop down 
dead as a result of it. ” 

He adds: “The fact the MOD 
still owns this land suggests the 
risk is not insignificant.” 

The MOD said: “We are con¬ 
fident that the UK Radioactive 
Waste Inventory provides the 
most comprehensive and up- 


to-date information on former 
and current MOD sites.” 

They are aware of 12 MOD 
sites as of 2010, Chatham is 
not one. The only one in the 
county is non-MoD and is at 
Dungeness where a power sta¬ 
tion is being decommissioned. 

A source said: “We note the 
allegations being made and we 
are going to look into it to see if 
there is any truth in them.”

Generous readers help to keep

VULNERABLE and elderly people who 
would usually struggle through the 
colder months have survived the winter 
thanks to the generosity of our readers.

Donations helped provide hardship 
grants for poorer pensioners and fund 
advice and support groups. 

KCF said thank you to this newspaper 
and its readers for supporting the drive. 

Chief executive Carol Lynch said: 
“We were delighted we managed to 
raise more than £15,000 for elderly 
people who struggle with the cold over 
the winter through our appeal. 

“The campaign was driven by the 
generosity of older members of our com¬

“We worked with our charitable net¬ 
works throughout Kent and redistrib¬ 
uted those generous donations to other

Each year there are more than 
1,000 excess winter deaths in Kent and 
Medway. 

Funds raised went towards projects 
supporting elderly people in real need, 
with more than £5,000 given as indi¬ 
vidual hardship grants. Funding went 
to Age Concern branches, and paying 
for nurse time and support services to 
prevent isolation and loneliness. 

Almost £2,300 will be used to fund 
early projects next winter and KCF 
hopes to launch an educational project 
about the importance of preparing for 
the cold and conserving energy.

YOU’LL be more used to seeing him 
on your TV screens, but former East 
Enders actor Stuart Antony is about 
to appear in a pub near you. 

The 25-year-old has recently be¬ 
come landlord of The Granville 
Arms in Rochester and intends to 
bring it to life with live music and 
entertainment. 

And despite a busy acting career 
- the ex-soap star is currently pro¬ 
moting his latest film Light the 
Lights with Calum Best - he says 
he’ll cope juggling both jobs. 

Mr Antony starred in ITV cop 
drama The Bill as PC Ben Smith and 
later appeared as Spencer and Alfie 
Moon’s friend Simon White in BBC 
soap EastEnders in 2004. He has 
also appeared in Rose and Maloney, 
Mike Bassett: England Manager 
and Silent Witness. 

“I’ve always been an actor; I left 
school and went straight into The 
Bill,” he said.

CHILDREN 

Is hunt for a new home for Green 
Street pre-school nearly over? 

HOPES are high that alterna¬ 
tive premises have been found 
for a popular creche which 
faced an uncertain future after 
a council decision to shut the 
building in which it is based. 

More than 50 children 
attend pre-school at the Green 
Street Adult Education Centre 
in Gillingham. 

Amid fears of job losses for 
staff and a potential big price 
hike due to increased rent in a 
new site, those at the centre 
say they hope an alternative 
site has now been found. 

The existing site is due to be 
sold at the end of July. 

Deputy supervisor Christine 
Forbes said; "A lot of parents 
depend on us. We have been 
told we need to move out and 
are now desperately looking 
for a new home. 

"The creche has been here 
for around 40 years and now 
we have to leave. Presently we 
are very lucky to have our two 
rooms here rent free. 

"But if we end up in another 
location with rent to pay, we 
will need to pass that on; a lot 
of parents will find it difficult to 
cope with the extra cost. 

"We also have nine staff

whose jobs will be in jeopardy 
if nothing is done." 

Pre-school supervisor Sue 
Hedley added: "Although the 
future is not completely 
resolved, the information and 
options from the council have 
improved." 

Gillingham South’s CLlr 
David Colman said the 
authority has found some 
alternative premises and 
together with the creche, they 
are assessing their suitability. 


He said: “The rates will be 
zero as it’s a charity, but if 
there are rents to be paid, we 
will need to thrash out some 
sort of deal to ensure it’s a 
success. Many families depend 
on this service, so we need to 
find a sensible solution. 

"It has been running for 
many years and is a cherished 
community asset, providing an 
open and friendly environment 
for young children in their 
formative years."

Minister visits regeneration sites 


GOVERNMENT minister Bob Neill spent the day 
in Medway earlier this week as he cast his eye 
over the area as a regeneration hotspot. 

It formed part of a tour of north Kent to see 
how investment is breathing new life into the 
Thames Gateway zone. 

He first went to Chatham, where he was 
shown the new road scheme and officially 
opened the bus station, before going to 
Rochester Riverside to see the Hyde Housing 
development taking shape. 

At Rochester Riverside, the minister also met 
with six apprentices who have been taken on to 
help with the construction of affordable homes. 

Mr Neill, whose ministerial brief includes local 
government, said: "The Thames Gateway is well 
and truly open for business and offers untold 
potential for industry, employment and housing 
close to central London. 

"I look forward to seeing the progress 


that the area makes in the coming years." 

Rodney Chambers, leader of Medway 
Council, added: "He seemed suitably 
impressed with what has happened, 
and is continuing to happen here. 

"He remarked that he knows Medway 
as he lives nearby and he was very interested 
in how his ministerial department - communi¬ 
ties and local government - has helped 
regeneration in Medway." 

Mark Reckless, MP for Rochester and Strood, 
said of the Rochester Riverside visit: “Medway 
Council in partnership with Hyde Housing is 
working hard to deliver quality affordable and 
private sector housing on Rochester Riverside.

VINCE Maple was unanimous¬ 
ly elected as the new group 
leader of the Medway Labour 
Party on Monday - just days 
after Paul Godwin confirmed 
he was stepping down after 13 
years in the role. 

Cllr Godwin, 59, who will 
continue to represent Chatham 
Central, confirmed on Friday 
he would quit the job, saying 
he was “looking forward to tak¬ 
ing a step back” from frontline 
politics. His public announce¬ 
ment came just ahead of this 
week’s Labour AGM, when all 
posts in the shadow cabinet are 
elected. 

At just 34, Cllr Maple be¬ 
comes the youngest Labour 
group leader in the south east. 

He said: “It is a great honour 
and it will be a difficult act to 
follow Paul’s leadership. I will 
continue to hold the adminis¬ 
tration to account and stand 
up for all residents. 

“Politics has got a bad repu¬ 
tation in recent years, so I want 
to rebuild people’s trust over 
time. I want to make sure peo¬ 


ple feel their voice is being 
heard, because I know not lis¬ 
tening is a complaint I hear re¬ 
peatedly about the current 
Tory administration. The La¬ 
bour team want to work with 
people across Medway to make 
it an even better place to work, 
learn and live.” 

Prior to focusing on local 
government service, Cllr Maple 
was a trade union officer for 
the GMB union, previously 
working as a civil servant in 
the Department of Work & Pen¬ 
sions and the Home Office. 

He has served as Labour 
spokesperson on the council’s 
children’s services and finance 
committees and has been 
deputy leader of the group for 
the last year. 

He was also Labour MP 
Jonathan Shaw’s election 
agent in the last two general 
elections and is elected to the 
South East Region Board of the 
Labour Party. 

A spokesman for the Labour 
group explained Cllr Godwin’s 
departure. They said: “The rea¬ 
son this decision comes now is 
that Thursday was the fi n al 
meeting of Medway Council for 


the municipal year. Cllr God¬ 
win felt like it was a good time 
to step down and make way for 
someone else.” 

Cllr Godwin said: “It has 
been a great privilege to lead 
the Medway Labour group over 
the last 13 years, during which 
time I have worked with a loyal 
and dedicated set of councillors 
in my group. 

“I have decided to stand 
down so that I can have more 
free time to pursue other things 
but I will continue to be an ac¬ 
tive councillor as well as con¬

The 12-point plan 
designed to teach 
primary schools 
how to get back 
to top of the class

AMID mounting concerns over the 
health of many of our primary 
schools, council chiefs have drafted 
up a 12-point plan to boost results. 

And they include compulsory 
training for school governors. 

Medway primary schools are 
among the bottom five in the coun¬ 
try for English and maths skills, and 
senior councillors want action to 
improve the worrying stats. 

Just 68 per cent of Medway’s 10 
and 11-year-olds reached the ex¬ 
pected standard in the key subjects. 
Now it is hoped the improvements 
will send the area soaring up the 
league tables. 

Among the recommendations 
which have been agreed is more 
one-to-one sessions with students 
that need extra help. 

Les Wicks is the portfolio holder 
for children’s services on the coun¬ 


cil. He said: “Our main concern 
is what is best for the kids of 
Medway and we need to improve 
their performance. We have spoken 
to governors and heads and a re¬ 
port was submitted with 12 recom¬ 
mendations, all of which were 
agreed at cabinet. 

“This is a programme of improve¬ 
ment. We are not criticising gover¬ 
nors. This is all about how perform¬ 
ances can be improved by everyone, 
and that is governors, heads and 
management teams in schools. It is 
all about team work. 

“Between us we need to do better 
for our youngsters. The students 
need to reach something called 
Level 4 in maths and English and 
not all of them are. Many reach it in 
one subject and not the other. We 
just need to bring everyone up, and 
governors have a role to play by in¬ 
fluencing heads. 

“There is a national problem, and 
we have it locally too, where boys

in particular at Key Stage 2 are not 
as good at English as we would like 
them to be.” 

He said the council is spending 
money on one-to-one tuition. 

“We are targeting our efforts on 
individuals,” he said. “We have 
288 pupils who are to get this one- 
to-one tuition. 

“We need stronger leadership in 
schools. There are 80-odd schools 
at primary level. They are legally 


controlled by governors and they 
appoint heads. They need to some¬ 
times challenge heads on perform¬ 
ance and ask pertinent questions to 
lead to improvements. 

“There is a lot of data on perform¬ 
ance in schools and I think gover¬ 
nors can make better use of that 
too. We are not saying governors 
are not doing well, but there is room 
for improvement. There is also 
room for heads to do more.”

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ANTI-SOCIAL BEHAVIOUR 

Mum’s fury over cops on troubled estate

POLICE have been accused of 
being too “heavy-handed” in 
the way they are tackling anti¬ 
social behaviour issues on a 
troubled new housing estate - 
just weeks after residents de¬ 
manded steps be taken to 
crackdown on the rising 
number of problems. 

And now officers have been 
hit with an official complaint 
about police conduct. 

As we reported last month, 
the Liberty Park estate in 
Wainscott has been dogged by 
problems - leading to residents 
setting up a website and Twit¬ 
ter account to voice their con¬ 
cerns. They say some families 
on the estate are allowing their 
children to run riot and mak¬ 
ing the lives of many living 
there miserable. 

Mother-of-11, Margaret 

Weaver, said her 14-year-old 
autistic son Harry is regularly 
stopped by police on the estate, 
and was once threatened with 
arrest after someone else was 
seen attacking a tree with a 
hammer. He was cleared when 


CCTV was checked - installed 
in a bid to ease tensions. 

With six of her children who 
range in age from six to 18, still 
at home, Mrs Weaver admits 
there are some on the estate 
who are “no angels”. 

But she claims local police 
are being too heavy-handed in 
the way they deal with trouble 
at Liberty Park. 

She said: “They man-handle 


some of the teenagers and they 
then don’t like it and might be 
a bit cheeky to them. 

“There are some teens on the 
estate who cause some minor 
trouble, but they are in the mi¬ 
nority. I lived in London and 
believe me, this is nothing.” 

Mrs Weaver, one of those liv¬ 
ing in social housing overseen 
by the West Kent Housing As¬ 
sociation, said: “The police are 


here four or five times a day. ” 

Some residents are appealing 
to the authorities to impose a 
strict dispersal order on the es¬ 
tate, which means it would be 
illegal for groups of children to 
gather together. 

Mrs Weaver said: “This 
would be overkill. There are 
some problems with some chil¬ 
dren, but this is not the way to 
deal with it.” 


Recently, another complaint 
was posted on an internet blog 
claiming some tenants 
“are destroying lives”. 
They ask: “How do 
we get a Dispersal Or¬ 
der so to stop youths 
from gathering and 
causing chaos” and 

blames the lack of enter¬ 
tainment for the youths. 

They suggest: “How 
about they hide away in 
their houses like all of us 
who have paid for our hous¬ 
es have to do.” 

And they add: “These 
youths will mouth off to po¬ 
lice when they are called and 
you don’t feel any safer when 
the police are there. The kids 
don’t fear anyone - and the 
parents must be the same. They 
are untouchable because they 
drain society.” 

Mrs Weaver said: “I know 
some of it is down to parenting 
too, and I would like the par¬ 
ents of the kids causing the 
trouble to take their responsi¬ 
bilities seriously too. I just wish 
we could find a solution. 

“Having these claims made 
public like this tars us all with 


the same brush - it is not all the 
families in social housing caus¬ 
ing the trouble.” 

The police and West Kent 
Housing Association both say 
they are keeping a close eye on 
the situation at Liberty Park 
and taking appropriate action. 

Mrs Weaver has made an of¬ 
ficial complaint about police 
conduct, which will now be in¬ 
vestigated. 

Medway District Command¬ 
er Chief Inspector Mark Arnold 
said: “Police are responding to 
concerns raised by the commu¬ 
nity about young people per¬ 
sistently causing a nuisance. 

“Our response is to provide 
highly visible and robust polic¬ 
ing to reassure residents and to 
deter crime and anti-social be¬ 
haviour. This includes our of¬ 
ficers patrolling on foot and 
talking to people of all ages. 
This allows us to build up a 
rapport and has already gener¬ 
ated a good deal of positive 
feedback from the community. 

“We expect high professional 
standards from all of our police 
officers and will thoroughly in¬ 
vestigate all cases where these 
standards have not been met.”

Rodney Chambers, said: “We 
in Medway value and hold in 
extremely high esteem our 
Armed Forces. 

“Medway has an important 
and historic connection with 
the military, we had a Royal 
Navy Dockyard in Chatham for 
more than 400 years, the Roy¬ 
al Engineers - who have the 
Freedom of the borough - have 
been here for two centuries, 
and until very recently there 
was, of course, HMS Chatham. 

“We are committed to doing 
all we can to show we value 
the contribution of the Armed 
Forces past and present and all 
they do, and have done, to keep 
us safe. We think it is impor¬ 
tant to support them and their 
families when they return 
home to the community. ” 

Backed by charitable, volun¬ 
tary and business groups in 
Medway, the council will draw

up the covenant, which aims 
to reward and recognise the 
work of the forces.

Twin town celebrates 30 
years of Japanese links

A STRING of special events are to take place this 
year to mark the 30th anniversary of Gillingham 
twinning with two cities in Japan. 

Organisers say they are just putting the finish¬ 
ing touches to a number of high-profile events to 
celebrate three decades of links across the globe. 

It is one of the longest such agreements in the 
UK and over the years has proved a big boost to 
Medway businesses and led to the direct creation 
of some 300 jobs as a result of Japanese firms set¬ 
ting up UK offices locally. 

One of the organisers, Ashley Davis, said: 

“This twinning arrangement was founded 
through a Gillingham-born, Elizabethan seafar¬ 
er by the name of William Adams, whose Japa¬ 
nese name was Miura Anjin. 

“Adams had set off to find a new spice route to 
India which led him and his small fleet to sail un¬ 
der South America. Spices had become big busi¬ 
ness and Adams was interested in bringing them 
back for the kitchens of England. But his ships 
ran in to storms, throwing him off course and 
leading him to land on the shores of Japan. 

“He and his crew were arrested as pirates and 
it was only when Adams offered to teach the 
Japanese European-style ship-building for his 
freedom that he became accepted and was of¬ 
fered lands by the local lords within the region.

“Ever the businessman with a keen eye for 
new opportunities, he also opened the first trad¬ 
ing link between Britain and Japan.” 

And his links are still operational today with 
both sides continually looking for new opportu¬ 
nities, although spice may not be so important. 

Mr Davis said: “The original twinning was 
created by Gillingham Council and agreements 
were made to work on cultural and educational 
projects as well as exploring the potential of eco¬ 
nomic development links. 

“These led to the setting up of three Japanese 
owned businesses - Fuji Seal, Fuji Copian and 
Hochiki Europe on Gillingham Business Park.

The Gillingham authority was swallowed up 
with the creation of Medway Council, but the 
links with Japan were maintained and efforts 
were made to strengthen them. 

Medway Council officers now work with the 
Japan Local Government Office in London, shar¬ 
ing information in the fields of understanding lo¬ 
cal government working methods and creating 
opportunities for economic development. 

They also want to raise awareness of the Med¬ 
way university campuses educational opportu¬ 
nities for overseas students. 

A student exchange system was set up, and 
each year there are exchanges between four stu¬ 
dents from Medway and four students from Ja¬ 
pan - two from Ito and two from Yokosuka. 

Students from each city are selected by inter¬ 
view panel; they then have the opportunity to 
spend two weeks family homestay in each coun¬ 
try.

Give the unemployed a chance 


Alan Jefferies says it’s time for a change in thinking by both employers 
and job seekers when it comes to the benefits of offering unpaid work 


MANY people seem to think 
job seekers are lazy scroungers, 
sponging off the government. 

However the reality of trying 
to carve out a career in a tough 
job market is more difficult 
than many appreciate. 

Our company has had a few 
problems where we have tried 
to help the unemployed. 

The Coalition’s commitment 
to getting people into work is 
admirable, but is this unpaid 
work scheme the right way to 
do it? 

Clearly the unemployed 
don’t seem to be responding. 

Similar schemes have not 
worked in other countries, and 
there is evidence that coercing 
people into unpaid training or 
work masks rather than solves 
the unemployment crisis. 

So why would we do it then? 
Because we think we should, 
and there is not much else be¬ 
ing offered. 

But are employers abusing 
the system? Clearly some are 


offering no training and get¬ 
ting manpower on the cheap. 

My company is now review¬ 
ing the money are we investing 
in this scheme. 

This is because of the waste 
in interviewing potential staff/ 
trainees who don’t give the 
training any chance. 

They come with a view that 
we are getting them on the 
cheap or the training has no 
value to them. Too many bail 
out before they understand 
what we are doing as a busi¬ 
ness and what we are offering. 

Many want an instant well- 
paid job but don’t have the 
skills to function at the most 
basic levels. 

For example, street English 
may be acceptable in the pub, 
but not on the telephone to our 
customers. 

Some younger trainees are 
too busy telling each other 
about their life histories, or try¬ 
ing to prove they don’t need a 
job, whereas older trainees can 


believe they have already 
learned about it all at the ‘uni¬ 
versity of life’. 

They fail to understand that 
what is being offered is a new 
start with a future. 

No doubt most unemployed 
really do want to work but far 
too many think that being 
on the dole is their life, and 
what’s the point of learning 
something new? 

Maybe the way benefits are 
offered need to be amended; it 
shouldn’t be a way of life but a 
system to help those in need. It 
should not just go through the 
motions to meet pointless tar¬ 
gets, but actually help people 
to get life-changing work. 

Far too often we have train¬ 
ees who find their training with 
us is misinterpreted by an offi- 
cal body as real work and this 
benefit is halted or that benefit 
is not paid. We then lose the 
trainee while this is being sort¬ 
ed out. 

It’s not fair on us because we

lose the time we are investing 
and it’s not fair on the unem¬ 
ployed trainee. 

OK, so what do we offer? 

The minimum anyone who 
completes our training will 
get is a letter of reference, expe¬ 
rience of the call centre indus¬ 
try, an introduction to market¬ 
ing, and - most importantly - a 
methodology example of how 
to sell themselves to win over 
future employers. 

The best they can expect is a 
job with a future and an oppor¬ 
tunity to progress as we 
progress. A job with value, a 
job we both invested in. 

We know great people are 
out there who want jobs, but 
why is it proving to be so diffi¬ 
cult to find them? 

So, we operate unemployed 
training - but should we? Yes 
we should, everyone needs a 
chance.

k MY MOTHER lives in a 
I residential care home, and 
L because of her complex needs 
she is now fully funded. Is she entitled 
to retain her full state pension? 


A ACCORDING to the charity 

Age UK, your mother’s right to 
a state pension is not affected 
by the fact that she now lives in a care 
home. 

However, as you might expect, if 
the local authority helps with her care 
home fees, then when the amount of 
assistance is calculated her pension is 
taken into account along with any 
other income she might have. 

Savings and any other capital are 
also taken into account in deciding 
whether any help is due and if so, then 
how much. 

So, although your mother’s pension 
is not reduced, some of it might be 
expected to be paid towards the fees, 
which has the same result of reducing 
her net spendable income. 

On the other hand, so-called ‘fully 
funded’ care is the expression used 
when someone’s main reason for being 
in a care home is because of a health 
condition. 

In these circumstances, the NHS is 
responsible for the care home fees, paid 
through the local primary care trust, 
and Age UK advises that if your mother 
is eligible for NHS continuing health¬ 
care, then this should have no effect on 
her state pension.

k MY WIFE and I invest £20 a 
I month into unit trusts for 
^each of our two grandchildren, 
and we have been doing this for some 
years. 

Our daughter and her husband are 
not aware of this. We planned to hand 
over the investment to each child at 18. 

A friend has now warned that if we 
die before then, the units will count 
towards our estate and 40pc could be 
taken in inheritance tax. Is this true? 

If so, what can we do about it? 

A IF YOUR daughter has no idea 
that the units exist, then I 
imagine you and your wife have 
been investing in your own names. 

If so, your friend is right. There 
would be nothing to show that these 
units are not part of your own savings, 
and subject to inheritance tax along 
with everything else that you own. 

Of course, a lot depends on the size of 
your estate, and there are exemptions. 

For example, no tax is charged on 
bequests from one spouse to the other. 

But after exemptions and allowances 
have been used up, anything you 
leave above £325,000 is indeed taxed 
at 40pc. 

My advice is to contact the unit trust 
company. It probably has a scheme for 
setting units aside as a gift that would 
fall within your annual gifts exemption 


i I BUY and sell pop memorabilia 
I on eBay as a hobby. It started 
[ when I sold my collection of 
vinyl records, and now I deal in 
autographs, programmes, and similar 
souvenirs. 

Mostly I plough the money back 
into buying anything that looks like a 
bargain. 

Can you confirm that I do not need 
to declare this for tax, please? 

A IT SEEMS to me that you have 
crossed the line from pursuing 
a hobby and have become a 
trader, which means you could be 
liable for income tax. 

Broadly speaking, if you sell 
anything that you have owned for 
some time, and you did not buy it in 
the first place to make a profit, then 
the taxman is not interested. 

This is exactly what you did with 
your old records. 

But you buy items now if they are a 
bargain, which suggests you hope to 
sell them at a profit. 

You also say that you ‘deal’ in 
memorabilia, and the tax inspector will 
take this to mean you are a trader. 

The bad news is that HM Revenue & 
Customs is investigating dealers who 
appear regularly on sites such as eBay. 

The good news is that you can 
escape the worst penalties if you 
contact the taxman voluntarily by 
June 14. 

After this, HMRC will be tracking 
down traders and the usual penalties 
and interest will apply. 

Q I HAVE received a demand for 
arrears of tax from 2007-08 
and I need to check this. 

How much would I have been 
allowed to earn before paying tax in 
that year? 

A THE income tax personal 

allowance for that year was 
£5,225. 

Tax then started at lOpc on the next 
£2,230 of your income, before rising to 
the basic 22pc rate.

First-time buyer basics 
make for a happy home 

ADAM AIKEN offers a few pointers that will make the 
idea of buying your first home not such a daunting one... 


BUYING your first home is likely to 
be one of the biggest steps you will 
ever take. 

Perhaps it is not quite as life¬ 
changing as getting married or be¬ 
coming a parent, but it’s still up there 
as a major event. 

As such, it can be quite daunting. 

For many people, owning a home 
is something that only ‘older people’ 
do, and the realisation that it is time 
for the next generation to step on to 
the property ladder can be a real 
coming-of-age moment. 

So it is important to take your time 
when you go through the process. It 
may be an exciting period of your life, 
but make sure you do not rush it. 
How much can you borrow? 

Before you start house-hunting, find 
out how much you can afford to 
borrow. 

“It is important to think about 
your current monthly outgoings - 
knowing you can meet your pay¬ 
ments every month makes having a 
mortgage far less stressful,” said Chris 
Smith, of Yorkshire Building Society. 

Jayne Walters, a spokesman for 
the Council of Mortgage Lenders, 
said: “If you are looking to buy your 
first home, you need to have saved a 
good-sized deposit to get a mortgage. 

“Although products with small de¬ 
posits are available, as are schemes to 
help first-time buyers and other bor¬ 
rowers buy properties, the best rates 
will be found with larger deposits. 

“All lenders have different criteria, 
so shopping around or using a bro¬ 
ker can help you work out the most 
suitable mortgage.” 

A mortgage lender will look at 
your budget to gauge what you can 
afford to borrow. In order to ensure 
you don’t find yourself committed to 
repayments you cannot meet, you 
may be taken through an affordabil¬ 
ity check that will look at your salary 
and monthly outgoings. 

It is important to tell the truth at 
this stage. An affordability test is to 
help you as much as the lender, be¬ 
cause if you end up unable to afford 
your mortgage repayments, you will 
risk seeing your home repossessed. 

Sometimes a lender will give an 
‘agreement in principle’ - an indica¬ 
tion of what you could borrow. This 
will help guide you towards proper¬ 
ties in the appropriate price bracket 
and reduce the risk of being disap¬ 
pointed further down the line.

As well as the financial side of things, 
do some research into where you 
would like to live. 



SHOPPING AROUND FOR BEST DEALS 


THE days of 100 per cent 
mortgages have Long gone, and 
millions of people have found it 
harder to get on the housing ladder 
in recent years - even as mortgage 
rates have hit historic lows. 

Borrowers who want to secure 
the best rates now need to have 
sizeable deposits to put down. 

The best rates are reserved 
for people who can put down 
deposits of 25pc or more. This 
gives them access to 75pc loan- 
to-value deals - in other words, 
mortgages that advance no more 
than 75pc of a property's value. 

Of course, this is far from 
realistic for many people, but it is 
nevertheless worth saving as 
much as you can. 

"It's an uphill battle, but there 
are some good rates out there," 
said Mr Ossei, at Uswitch. 

"Some providers, such as 
Nationwide with its Save to Buy 
accounts, even bundle together a 
savings account with a competi¬ 
tive interest rate and a mortgage 
for first-time buyers. 

"What's vital is that first-time 
buyers make their money work 
as hard as possible by shopping 
around for the best savings rate 
available." 

Lending to first-time buyers 
seems to be on the increase, 
partly thanks to initiatives such 
as a stamp-duty holiday and the 
Government-backed NewBuy 
scheme. 

The most recent statistics from 
the Council of Mortgage Lenders, 
which relate to market activity in 
February, show that more than

‘Spend this money 
to help rescue our 
struggling towns’

A TOTAL of £300,000 is available to help reju¬ 
venate Folkestone and Hythe town centres - but 
the money is going to waste, according to cam¬ 
paigners in the area. 

Members of the local Labour Party are calling 
on Shepway District Council and Hythe Town 
Council to act quickly and use the cash to 
help businesses facing closure. 

A recent study of Hythe town centre by 
Business Week revealed that many traders feared 
they would no longer be in business by the end 
of the year. 

Currently £100,000 of Government cash from 
the High Street Innovation Fund is available for 
Shepway as a whole, and a further £200,000 
is available under a Section 106 planning 
agreement relating to the new Sainsbury’s store 
in Hythe - a development that many say has 
made life even tougher for high-street retailers. 
This money has been earmarked for town-centre 
improvements. 

Matthew Hillyer, of Hythe Labour Party, is 
calling for action after talking to traders. 

He said: “From my understanding, the 
£100,000 has arrived with a set of guidelines 
but without any specific contractual terms and 
conditions, or as yet any committee to process 


and evaluate applications. Is this fund just for 
empty shops, or can struggling existing shop- 
owners apply? What are the targets and how will 
it be distributed? Will a specific amount be used 
to provide new jobs? 

“A sum of £200,000 was made available for 
town-centre improvements by Sainsbury’s in 
2009, yet as of today there is only one accepted 
application for some of this money - £5,000 for 
a new town board. 

“Why have the businesses and shoppers not 
been consulted on how this money should be 
invested? Why has it remained largely un¬ 
touched for close to three years? 

“I am astounded that a staggering 94 per cent 
of traders we surveyed said they had never been 
consulted on how it should be spent, while oth¬ 
ers told us they did not know the money even 
existed.” 

Shepway District Council said this week that it 
was looking at ways to spend the £100,000 
effectively, pledging it would be used to help 
revitalise shopping facilities. 

“We know that empty shops can spoil the 
attractiveness of a town and any help we can get 
to tackle this is very welcome,” said Alan Clifton- 
Holt, cabinet member for the economy. 

He said it was essential the money was put to 
the best possible use and the council’s first step 
would be to draw up a plan to target spending.

He said: “This could include supporting busi¬ 
ness rate discounts for new start-up businesses 
that take on empty properties, or working with 
landlords to encourage them to also contribute 
to a business rate discount for new occupiers. 

“How we use the money needs careful plan¬ 
ning. We will be drawing together people from 
across the council as well as partners to ensure 
that it’s put to the best possible use.” 

The High Street Innovation Fund is one of a 
packet of measures announced by MP Grant 
Shapps in response to the High Street Review 
from Government retail guru Mary Portas. 

Shepway council is one of 100 authorities 
across the country to receive funding. It agreed 
that Section 106 money was part of the Sains¬ 
bury’s planning agreement in Hythe but said 
that as a legal agreement it was highly specific. 

Shepway council’s share of the money 
(£170,000) must be spent on “improvements to 
the public realm”, while £30,000 allocated to 
Hythe Town Council is earmarked for activities 
and promotion. 

A council spokeswoman said that several ap¬ 
plications had already been processed.

Peli Hardigg, which is based 
in Ashford, make cases for 
hardware including bombs, 
guns, aircraft components and 
satellite dishes for the military. 

Customers include the Brit¬ 
ish Army, the US Marines, the 
French army and the Saudi 
Arabian air force. 

The company, which has an 
annual turnover of more than 
£300 million, is American- 
owned and moved much of its 
European manufacturing to 
Ashford 18 months ago. 

“The workforce is more flex¬ 
ible and transport links are ex¬ 
cellent,” said managing direc¬ 
tor Mark Heydon. 

Among the contracts for Peli 
Hardigg are containers for 
canopies and other compon¬ 
ents for Saudi Arabia as 
part of a deal that saw the 
Gulf state buy the Eurofighter 
Typhoon aircraft, weapons 
cases for the British Army’s SA 
80 assault rifle, protective 
carriers for the Paveway Four 
guided bomb and containers 
for satellite uplinks for the US 
Marines. 

Foam packaging to protect 


the equipment is also made at 
the Ashford plant. 

“You can push one of our 
cases out of the back of an 
aircraft attached to a para¬ 
chute and it’ll arrive on the 
ground undamaged and ready 
for use,” said sales manager 
Maurice Morsia. 

“For troops on the ground, 
that is obviously vital. We can 
truthfully say that for our 
business mission failure is not 
an option.” 

Some 70 per cent of the 
company’s overall product is 
exported, with France, Ger¬ 
many and Sweden the major 
markets. 

As well as components for 
the military, the cases and con¬ 
tainers are also bought by the 
emergency services. 

A range of waterproof note¬ 
pads - issued to soldiers in the 
field - is also one of Peli Har- 
digg’s products, as are cases for 
24-carat-gold-plated spanners, 
used by armourers because 
they eliminate potentially 
dangerous static electricity. 

Green said: “It is great to see 
companies such as Peli Har¬ 
digg in Ashford - not just com¬ 
peting successfully domestic¬ 
ally but on a world stage.”

“We achieved this and built 
at an affordable level by using 
BIM.

The Local Authorities' (Members' Allowances) (England) 
Regulations 2003 place certain duties on local authorities 
in connection with publicising the recommendations made 
by their Independent Remuneration Panel. (IRP). 

i. The report of the IRP proposes a model for allowances 
that is transparent, sustainable, easy to understand 
and easy to operate. The model proposed would link all 
allowances to the basic councillors allowance (paid to 
all councillors) by a 'points' system. 

ii. The recommended 'point' scores for different roles are 
based on the panel's consideration of the appropriate 
and justifiable relativities between those roles as they 
operate at Shepway District Council. The consolidated 
basic allowance referred to below has a point score of 
100. The relative 'scores' may not be the same as in 
other Councils, but the panel is a Shepway panel 
looking at what is relevant and appropriate within 
Shepway. 

iii. Based on this approach, the report proposes point 
scores for each of the special responsibility 
allowances, which will, if adopted, establish the 
relativities both between the different special 
responsibility allowances and between those 
allowances and the basic allowance. 

The recommendations of the panel relate to the Members' 
Allowances Scheme for 2012/13. They are as follows: 

(1) That the option for councillors to join the Local 
Government Pension Scheme not be introduced 

(2) That Shepway District Council introduce a dependants' 
carers' allowance at the level of the national minimum 
wage 

(3) That no changes be made to the current scheme for 
reimbursing travel and subsistence expenses 

(4) That the scheme for travelling and subsistence related 
to official duties be adopted by the council 

(5) That the voluntary discount be maintained at 50% 

(6) That the current ICT allowance be consolidated into 
the basic allowance 

(7) That the revised consolidated basic allowance be set 
at £4,500 

(8) That the councillors basic allowances be adjusted 
annually at the start of the civic year by the Consumer 
Price Index figure for the proceeding February 
(published in March) 

(9) That the application of indexation to the councillors basic 
allowance be subject to an annual vote of full Council 

(10) That special responsibility allowances be determined 
by reference to the basic allowance and amended in 
line with amendments to that basic allowance 

(11) That the committees are classified into tiers and that 
special responsibility allowances be paid to the chairs 
of tier one and tier two committees only 

(12) That the special responsibility allowance for the chair 
of a tier one committee be set at 100 points which 
equates to an allowance of £4,500 

(13) That the That special responsibility allowance for the 
chair of a tier two committee be set at 30 points and 
frozen at its current level until the effects of indexation 
brings the proposed allowance to the level of the current 
allowance which equates to an allowance of £1,350 

(14) The payment of special responsibility allowances to 
vice-chairs of committees is discontinued 

(15) The special responsibility allowance for the role of 
cabinet members is set at the level of 200 points which 
equates to an allowance of £9,000 

(16) The special responsibility allowance for the role of 
Deputy Leader of the Council is set at the level of 220 
points which equates to an allowance of £9,900 

(17) The special responsibility allowance for Leader of the 
Council is set at 440 points which equates to an 
allowance of £19,800 

(18) That the special responsibility allowance for Leader of 
the Council is frozen at its current level until such time 
as the proposed level matches the current level under 
indexation arrangements 

(19) That up to a maximum of nine special responsibility 
allowances are paid to Lead Members set at a level of 
30 points which equates to an allowance of £1,350 

(20) That the current group allowances be abolished 

(21) That a single special responsibility allowance for the 
role of 'Leader of the Opposition' (being defined as the 
leader of the largest minority group not forming part of 
the administration) be introduced at the level of 150 
points which equates to an allowance of £6,750 

(22) The special responsibility allowance for the role of 
Chair of the Council is set at 150 points which equates 
to an allowance of £6,750 

(23) The special responsibility allowance for the role of

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THE INTERVIEW 


Trinity Million, the global sensation 
who never forgets his county roots 

Joe Bill meets the village Lad whose one-off charity show inspired an international career 


T HE late-night entertainment bars 
and clubs of London’s West End 
can seem a million miles away 
from the villages of Kent. 

But for Paul L Martin, who hails 
from Littlebourne, near 
Canterbury, having his name in lights in the 
capital became almost a right of passage. 

The 36-year-old has been described by The 
Stage magazine as the king of cabaret and his 
career has seen him perform across the world. 

But Martin’s transition to his recent role as 
a panel judge on a cable-TV reality show was 
far from the typical pushy parents and child- 
star syndrome so many performers go through. 

He said: “I have the people of Kent, and 
especially Littlebourne, to thank for pushing me 
into cabaret. My mother went on the committee 
of the local leukaemia research fund because 
the son of a friend of hers had leukaemia and 
they were trying to think of ways to raise 
money for him. 

“I was only 15 at the time and my mum said 
‘Why don’t you and your little friends put on a 
show?’. So basically we did a 90-minute show 
in a barn and it went from there. 

“We performed songs from musicals, sketches 
and comedy from Victoria Wood - and we 
ended up doing it four years in a row. I didn’t 
know at the time that it was cabaret that I was 
doing but that is definitely where it started.” 

Martin is currently the judge on the 
Sky Living show Bigger Than..., which 
offers lookalikes the chance to be pampered 
like their famous counterparts, but with a 
rather large twist. 

He explained: “You add in the name of a pop 
star, say Bigger than... Britney. It is a search for 
lookalikes who are bigger than the pop star. 

“We find some large girls who might look like 
Britney if they slimmed down a bit and we give 
them weight-loss programmes that Britney has 
tried in the past. We knock it down to the last 
three and then the winner gets representation 


with my agency company. ” 

But back at the start of his career, the cabaret 
star wasn’t aware of the path his career would 
take: “I think I was quite stupid when I was 
younger. I didn’t know that I wanted to go into 
performance - people had to tell me. It was a bit 
ridiculous that I hadn’t realised it because I was 
always singing and dancing and all that. 

“I worked at Canterbury Cathedral during a 
year out and all the ladies there would say ‘Of 
course, you’ll be off to drama school soon’ and I 
hadn’t even thought about it.” 

At 20, Martin went to Mountview Drama 
School in London, but it didn’t exactly end how 
the performer had planned. 

He said: “I did a three-year musical theatre 
course, but right before the end I had problems 
with funding and I actually didn’t graduate. I 
left about three months before the ceremony 
and then, like everyone, became an out-of-work 
actor and a waiter. 

“I ended up writing a play that I put on in 
London Lringe. It was a one-man show. It was 
a mixture of my words, other people’s songs 
and some poetry that I had written and had 
published in some London magazines. I used 
that as my own graduation. ” 

Now the founder and director of his own 
entertainment agency, Excess All Areas, 

Martin spends a lot of time behind the scenes 
creating the stage magic and was recently 
named ‘best producer’ at the London Lringe 
Report Awards 2012. 

But the performer’s big break couldn’t have 
been any less ‘behind the scenes’ as he quickly 
became known by his alter-ego, Trinity Million. 

He said: “I was working in a bar in Old 
Compton Street at the time and two drag 
queens came in and I had a good chat with 
them and told them I was an actor. Their reply 
was to tell me that they were in need of some 
new drag showgirls for their act. 

“Two weeks later, I was wearing a corset and 
became a showgirl. It was great -1 learned 



everything there and ended up being a drag 
queen for about seven years, playing at different 
venues in the West End. 

“The thing about drag is that it gives you a 
tremendous amount of power regarding some 


of the things you can get away with saying. 

If you were standing there saying this while 
dressed as a bloke you would probably get 
punched, so it gives you a lot of confidence.” 

It was during his days as Trinity Million that 
Paul L Martin appeared on TV shows with the 
likes of Michael Barrymore as well as getting 
parts in musicals including Angels, Punks And 
Raging Queens and Ruthless as well as creating 
the role of Philip Salon for the Boy George 
musical Taboo. 

“It was when I started travelling that 
I hung up my dress. I did shows in New York 
at the famous Don’t Tell Mama bar. I went 
on to perform in Berlin, Rome and Paris doing 
pure cabaret.” 

But even when travelling the globe, Martin is 
close to his roots in the Garden of England. 

He said: “My family are all still in Kent. My 
mum and my sister run an antiques shop in 
St Nicholas at Wade in Thanet, and others live 
in Greenhill. So I am still tied to the county and 
I have many fond memories of growing up here. 

“I am always heading back to see the family, 
plus myself and my husband have been 
thinking about buying a house in Margate 
and we are very excited about the regeneration 
of that area.” 

Having recently organised the London 
Cabaret Awards, Martin has been heralded for 
his work in helping the resurgence of stage art 
in the capital. However, arguably one of his 
most high-profile roles is looming just a few 
weeks away. 

He said: “I will be hosting the Diamond 
Jubilee celebrations in Battersea Park. There is 
obviously a very special flotilla heading down 
the Thames with the Queen onboard and the 
celebrations happen after that. It will be really 
exciting and completely free.”

Arabian night was different 
but lacked that vital spark 


BEING different can be a double-edged sword in 
today’s competitive eating-out marketplace. 

After all, get it wrong and the chances are the 
discerning diner never darkens your hand- 
towels again and takes his business elsewhere. 

But get it right and it can deliver an ever- 
increasing stream of customers through your 
doors, armed with recession-busting cash. 

Yet being different in Canterbury is no easy 
task. As perhaps the county’s most 
cosmopolitan of hubs, there is barely a variety 
of food that is not served up in one of its many 
restaurants. 

Azouma, however, looks to catch the eye by 
offering an authentic experience that extends to 
more than just food. What it tries to achieve is 
the deliverance of a little slice of Moroccan sun 
or Arabian warmth on a gloomy Friday night. 

And it gets so close to achieving it that you 
cannot help but be rather won over. 

Because, even aside from the starters and the 
mains, those who want to buy into the Arabic 
lifestyle can eat, drink and then go and sit 
outside and puff on a shisha pipe while sipping a 
cocktail or pot of mint tea. 

Close your eyes and use your imagination 
and the streets of the city can almost become 
the crowded lanes of the souks of Marrakesh as 
you sit there puffing away. 


RESTAURANT REVIEW 



You have to give Azouma 10 out of 10 for 
effort. Situated just outside the city walls - and 
away from the main hordes of tourists - stepping 
inside does feel a little like walking into another 
world. The decor is very Moroccan: thick tables, 
comfy chairs, lots of cushions and drapes. 

So on to the food. The good news is that the 
variety is wide, with plenty for vegetarians, and 
all rooted in the culture it aims to emulate. 
There are tagine dishes, couscous, mezze, grilled 
fish and charcoal dishes all lovingly prepared. 

Sharing a vegetarian mixed mezze (£10.95) 
set a good benchmark. Crisp, crunchy Lebanese 
fried bread, tasty falafels and light spring rolls 


were plentiful and served in authentic dishes 
where hands were the cutlery. The menu gave a 
handy bit of background and history of the 
traditions. 

For the main course, pan-roasted prawns 
(£13.95) cooked on a bed of potato and topped 
with cream, coconuts and cheeses packed a 
powerful punch, while the lamb shish kebab 
(£10.95) featured tender, tasty marinated meat. 

We missed dessert, opting instead for 
cocktails and mint tea on the terrace with a 
shisha pipe. Not a healthy option, granted, but 
it was rather fun. It also provided a very 
different ending to an evening dining out - 
something to be applauded. 

There was, however, a big ‘but’ to all of this. 
Amid the effort and the interesting food, the 
atmosphere, at least on this visit, was almost 
non-existent. It craved some life, a little louder 
music... anything just to inject a bit of zing. 

But when the total bill only just toppled the 
£50 mark and included two soft drinks, a 
cocktail, mint tea, shisha and two courses for 
two, you could hardly argue with the value.

HENRY VIII scared the clergy witless but argued 
that one should never frighten the horses. 

Peugeot took up this same cry after shrewdly 
incorporating soccer-star Michael Owen’s 
five-star Manor House racing stables in 
Cheshire into a launch of its 508RXH hybrid. 

Normal cars are forbidden to drive through 
the stable blocks there, but, thanks to the 
hybrid’s silent electric zero-emission or ZEV 
mode, not one equine head was shaken as my 
Peugeot ghosted through. 

The gee-gees also enjoyed a bit of racing 
competition, too, when we were invited to 
utilise the car’s all-wheel-drive alongside the 
training gallops. Despite heavy going after 
driving rain, the 508RXH coped magnificently. 

Indeed, the only ones likely to be scared by 
this clever new multi-role estate car from the 
French marque are other beefy load-luggers 
offering all-wheel-drive, such as the Audi A4 
Allroad, Volvo XC70 and Subaru Outback. 

For it presents a strong financial case thanks 
to the pioneering diesel-electric powertrain, 
which made its debut just a few weeks earlier on 
the Peugeot 3008 Hybrid4. 

Like that car, the 508RXH can function as 
electric car, fuel-sipping/lower-emission diesel, 
or AWD workhorse - the diesel powers the 
front wheels while the electric motor deals with 
the rear. 

It looks the part with its higher ground 
clearance, wider track, extra protection and 
smart alloys. It can walk the talk, too, with a 
total of 200bhp on tap from the 163bhp diesel 
and 3 7bhp electric motor, delivering 0-62mph 
in 9.5 seconds, yet this big plush estate returns 
an official 68.9mpg on the combined cycle. 

Priced from a keen £33,695, the tax benefits 
are an even better form guide; apart from being 
in the lowest payable road-tax bracket - zero in 
year one and £30 thereafter - it also attracts 12 
per cent Benefit-in-Kind tax against 2 6 per cent 
for the equivalent Audi A4 Allroad. 

Figures like those engender pragmatism to 
outweigh the snob appeal of cars like the Audi 
and Volvo. 

Not that the Peugeot concedes much on 
creature comforts; the interior matches the high 
standards set recently by Peugeot with lots of 
spec, including comfy half-leather seats and a 
trademark full-length glass roof. 

Aside from our effort to avoid scaring the 
horses, ZEV will also have its uses for buyers 
doing limited local runs - they could cover 2.5 
miles at up to 40mph - without help from the 
engine. 

In the real world, though, the diesel and 
electric motors mix and match to get the driving 
done as efficiently as possible, with braking 
energy being recovered to top up the batteries. 

The 50RXH feels sure-footed on the road and, 
apart from some hesitation in the powertrain 
sometimes, delivers an impressive driving 
experience as well as a high-quality ride.

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‘Mother Volkswagen’ lets us 
court her new soft-top star

LIKE an interfering mother who doesn’t think 
the girl is good enough for her son, VW has 
meddled in the love story between buyers and 
the Golf Cabriolet. 

The first arrived in 1980 as a popular spin-off 
from the original Golf hatchback, revitalising the 
four-seat convertible market and finally killing 
off the much-loved yet outmoded original Beetle 
cabriolet. 

Perhaps the original ‘Golf Cab’ was too 
successful, though, since old mother VW stuck 
her oar in and kept us waiting for a successor; 
version one soldiered on through the Mark 2 
Golf hatchback period until VW finally allowed a 
replacement in 1993, based on the Mark 3 
hatch, only to make this carry with minor 
updating before all contact between the Golf 
Cabrio and its adoring public was severed in 
2002, when the new Beetle Cabrio arrived. 

That was no substitute: the Golf soft-top had 
broad appeal, while its Beetle usurper flirted 
more with the female half of the population. 

But the Golfs back now and more desirable 
than ever, with good looks and a production first 
for the series - no rollover bar. 

Instead, retractable metal pillars spring out 
automatically behind the rear passenger seats to 
protect heads should the car roll in an accident. 

It’s an elegant and potentially expensive solu¬ 
tion, yet VW has kept the car’s entry price to 
an attractive £20,735 while making it highly 
desirable when top down, aided by a steeply- 
raked but reinforced front screen. 

Unlike many soft-tops, the Golf also looks the 
part in roof-up mode where even motorway 
cruising reveals what a fantastic noise-reduction 
job VW has done. The current Golf hatchback 
came out in 2009 to set new standards in cabin 
refinement. OK, its ‘ragtop’ sister simply can’t 
match the hatch here, but VW had a jolly good 
try and has set new standards for this sector.

Perhaps even more surprising is how well 
passengers fare with the roof down and side win¬ 
dows up - the buffeting is not unpleasant, even 
at motorway speeds - and the roof lowers and 
rises quickly and automatically via a single 
switch just below the armrest. 

Of course, retaining a fabric roof means that 
security is not as good as that of a new- 
generation folding hard-top model such as the 
Golfs Eos coupe sister, but it has kept the car’s 
more reasonable price and retained decent boot 
space - the fabric roof packs down above the 
load area rather than taking up a good third or 
more when folded down. 

The two rear seats also fold to allow through 
loading into the cabin - the car should cope with 
most reasonable trips to the local B&O. 

The dashboard is well made but sober, which 
adds to the car’s unisex appeal, and the seats 
are comfortable, as I proved on a 200-mile-plus 


round trip. However, it’s the Golf’s traditionally 
sporty poise that tops its looks, practicality and 
the expectation of excellent resale value. 

Our test car was the eco-star 140PS (138bhp) 
2.0-litre BlueMotion (£24,660) capable of an 
official combined fuel consumption of 62.8mpg 
yet blessed with decent pulling power and hand¬ 
ling, too (0-62mph in 9.9 seconds), but I would 
also recommend the petrol versions to exploit a 
nimbleness that contradicts the heavy strength¬ 
ening needed in any convertible. 

It means that with direct steering and smooth 
crisp gearboxes, including VW’s excellent twin- 
clutch auto/manual DSG - adding about £1,400 
to prices versus conventional manuals - the 
Golf Cabrio can be driven with that sports-car 
verve. 

So it’s a hearty welcome back to the Golf Cab 
and a plea to old mother Veedub - don’t keep 
locking it away from us.

No surprise that 
player with ‘limited 
skills’ takes on top 
job with England

ROY Hodgson, the manager, was already a 
household name before his appointment with 
England this week, but Roy Hodgson the player, 
that’s a career only the diehard Kent football fan 
would know anything about, if at all. 

The likeable 64-year-old doesn’t appear to 
have changed from the polite, mild mannered 
player described by those who played with him 
in the lower leagues and watched him from the 
terraces in the 1970s. 

Born in Croydon he joined his hometown club 
Crystal Palace, but was released and went on to 
represent Tonbridge, Maidstone, Gravesend & 
Northfleet and Ashford Town before jetting out 
to South Africa with another famous name, Bob¬ 
by Houghton, in 19 73 to play for Berea Park. 

His appointment to probably the toughest job 
in management hasn’t come as a surprise to his 
former team mate Tony Sitford. 

The pair played together at Gravesend & 
Northfleet, nowEbbsfleet United, in 1971, a club 
which Mr Sitford went on to manage, after a 
spell at Dartford. 

The 73-year-old who still coaches at Corinithi- 
an Sports Club, said: “I’m not surprised at all to 
be honest. He was always interested in it (coach¬ 
ing). 

“He would walk into any room and someone 
would speak to him and he would just be Roy 
Hodgson, that’s why he’s done so well because 
he doesn’t put on airs and graces. 

“He did everything meticulously well to be 


honest. He wasn’t the greatest player in the 
world, he was a very good player but not the 
best.” 

Hodgson played at full back and in midfield 
during his career, and it’s in the latter role that 
Mr Sitford remembers him. 

“He liked to get it down and pass the ball, he 
wasn’t an aggressive person or player,” he said. 
“He was mainly our ball player, he was always 
willing to take the ball, did the simple things very 
well indeed. 

“He could see a pass very quickly, he had good 
vision. He was a genuine man.” 

BBC Radio Kent commentator for Ebbsfleet 
United, Chaz Webster remembers the same per¬ 
son, but from the stands where he watched as a 
teenager. 

“He was a typical non-league player we have 
all seen so many times,” he said. “You could see 
he thought a lot about his game. His skill set was 
limited. 

“There was no indication that he was to be¬ 
come a world class coach. He played with a smile 
and was committed and was enthusiastic. 

“I would never come away from a game and 
say what a great player he was, that he illumi¬ 
nated the Stonebridge Road pitch, because he 
didn’t, and the crowd sometimes got on his 
back. 

“He is a decent chap and I think he’s going to 
be a big asset to England after what we have 
been through with the foreign imports.” 

Current Maidstone United chairman Bill Wil¬ 
liams joined Maidstone after Hodgson had left, 
but their paths were to cross eventually, and not

just the once. 

Mr Williams went on to manage Durban Unit¬ 
ed in South Africa while Hodgson was a player/ 
coach with Berea Park. 

“It was unusual,” he said. “In my case I got 
there because I was head hunted because I was 
an ex-pro and he went out because basically 
Bobby was married to a South African girl. 

“Whenever I talked to him he was very tacti¬ 
cal, interested in coaching all his life, more than 
the playing side. 

“That’s come out in his career, that’s his 
forte.” 

Mr Williams came into contact with him more 
recently when he sold now Manchester United 
defender Chris Smalling to Fulham when Hodg¬ 
son was in charge at Craven Cottage in 2008. 

One can only hope his first challenge with 
England at the Euros this summer can be some¬ 
where near as successful as the cup run he played 
a part in with Ashford Town in 19 72 when they 
reached the FA Trophy Semi-Final before losing 
to Scarborough 1-0.

MOST people probably won't remember 
what happened at 4.28pm on a dreary, wet 
afternoon in Morecambe on October 29.

ON a shortlist of one for the 
award for the worst Line in 
cinematic history is Andie 
MacDoweLL's effort at the end of Four 
Weddings and A Funeral: "Is it raining? I 
hadn't noticed." 

MacDowell delivers the line Like a 
paroled teenager during a job centre 
interview when she's supposed to be 
conveying a sense of joy so profound it 
renders her oblivious to her environment. 

The climatic conditions in that scene 
were mirrored across Kent last Saturday, 
and it's a fair bet to say that of the couple 
of thousand fans who were huddled into 
the county's football grounds, none 
managed to achieve the Level of transcen¬ 
dental ecstasy supposedly experienced by 
Ms. MacDowell. 

The Last day of the season is usually 
one of high drama, played out in broad, 
Life-affirming sunshine. 

Yet the only game with anything really 
riding on it was at Bourne Park, where 
Maidstone stood an approximately one in 
20 chance of reaching the play-offs.

Moments later a home midfielder 
pulled out of a tackle which can only be 
described as a "reducer". 

He would probably have been sent off 
had he followed through, but Bognor went 
on to score the first of four goals, 
brilliantly turning the game on its head. 

For a neutral, it should have been a 
thriller but the rain meant it was possibly 
one of the most miserable experiences a 
human can endure, if you 
discount war, famine and 
marrying Andie MacDowell.
